MEETING OF THE TTUSTEES OF 
THE UNIVERSITY.—The interest 
manifested in the re-organization of 
the University was illustrated by the 
very large attendance of the Board 
of Trustees assembled in this city 
yesterday forthe purpose of filling 
the Chairs of the different Professor- 
ships. The number present is said 
to have been larger than at any sim- 
ilar meeting in the history of the in- 
stitution. This manifestation of 
hearty interest is a favorable index 
of the feeling in all parts of the State 
to kindle anew the central light of 
learning. 

We know nothing officially of the 
proceedings of the Board, but will 
probably be furnished for to-mor- 
row’s issue with a _ full account. 
What action has been taken in 
regard to the election of Pres- 
ident we do not know, nor do we 
know whether there will be any. 
The Board will not err if it regponds 
to ageneral wish that Jefferson Davis 
be invited to assume the charge of 
the University. 

Two of the Chairs were filled: that 
of agriculiure and Applied Science 
by the election of Mr. John B. Kim- 
berley, formerly professor of Chem- 
istry in the Uniyersity, which place 
he held before the war; and that of 
Civil Engineering by the election of 
Mr. Ralph Graves, Jr., son of R. H. 
Graves so well remembered as tutor, 
and now connected with the school 
of Horner and Graves at Hill- 
boro. Mr. Grayes is said to be a 
young mdn of remarkable capac- 


ity and fitness for the position 
he is called upon to fill. 

The other Professorships will be 
filled to-day.

A French chemist has succeeded 
in preparing a mineral compound, 
or paste, which is said to be superior 
to hydraulic lime for uniting stones 
and resisting the action of water. 
It becomes as hard as stone, is un- 
changeable by the air, and is proof 
against the action of acids. It is 
made by mixing together nineteen 
pounds of sulphur and _ forty-two 
pounds of pulverized stoneware and 
giass; this mixtureis ex to a 
gentle heat, which the sulphur. and 
then the mass is stirred until it be- 
comes thoroughly homogeneous, 
when itis run into moulds and al- 
lowed to cool. It melts at about 120 
degrees, Cent., and may be re-em- 
ployed without loss of any of its 
qualities, whenever it is desirable to 
change the form of an apparatus, by 
melting at a gentle heat, and operat-— 
ing as with asphalte. At110 degrees 
and 
therefore preserves its solidity in 
boiling water.

Lord Shaftsbury has expressed x 
very high opinion of Mr. Moody, the 
American Evangelist. Atia meeting 
of the Church Society of London, re- 
cently, he snid he was thankful to 
God that Mr. Moody had not been 
educated at Oxford.

His 
Lordship expressed the opinion that 
Mr. Moody is no fanatic or mere en- 
thusiast.

Weisiger Acquiited of an Attempt to 
Hefraud—Hismarck Receiving the 
Foreign Hepresentation — he 
Peaceful Disposition of Gcrmeuy. 


VIENNA, June 16.—The Provincial 
Court acquitted Weisiger ofthe charge 
of attempting to defraud Father Gen- 
era! Beeks. In the course of the 
trial Weisiger declared that he was 
an adherent of Prince Bismarck and 
an enemy of the Ultramontanes, 
His sole intention was to allure the 
Jesuits to acquiesce in the offer to 
assassinate Bismarck, and thereby 
give the latter reason for more erer- 
yetic proceedings against the Catho- 
lies. He hoped tbat Bismarck or 
Schweintz, German Am bussaor, 
would reward him for his zeal. 

BERLIN, June Ist. —Bismarck, be- 
fore leaving for the country received 
the foreign representatives and gaye 
each one assurances of the peace- 
ful disposition of Germany. What- 
ever results the trial of Arnim 
may have, issure to be uitimately re- 
ferred to supreme tribunal by appeal 
either of defence or prosecution.

Settlement of Difficuity between the 
Baltimore and Pennsyivania Raii 
Road Companies. 

BALTIMORE, Jane 16.—Official— 
The directors of the Baltimore anc 
Ohio R. R. ata special meeting to- 
day ratified the basis of a settlement 
as agreed on by President Seott and 
Vice, President King making a sin- 
gle amendment which, if is expec 
ted will meet the approval of the 
board of Pennsylvania directors, 
LATER.— 

It is understood that the agreement 
is for a period of 1) years. The Com- 
panies are to agree upon moderate 
rates between all competing points 
Which will be maintained by both. 
The contract can only be terminated 
by resolution of the respective boards. 
A special committee is to be appoint- 
ed by each board to whom shail be 
referred all matters of diiference, if 
any that msy arise relative to the 
practical working of the arrange- 
ment, and with power to adjust ail 
complaints between two Companies. 
The Pennsylvania Company opens 
its lines between Philadelphia and 
New York to the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad, on the same terms 
that they give other connecting roads 
at Philadeiphia. This agreement, it 
is believed, will be of permanent 
character. Itis understood that the 
detailsSof agreement will not be pub- 
lished. 


A Civil Rights Case in New York. 


YORK, June 16th.—Some 
weeks ago W. W. Tillotson Treasurer 
of Booth’s Theatre was Charged be- 
fore Commissioner Davenport with 
having violated the provisions of the 
Civil Rights bill in refusing to sei! 
a ticket to Wm. R. Davis a colored 
man, andassuch not entitled to a 
seat in the Theatre elsewhere than 
in a portion ofthe upper part of the 
house set apart for colored persons, 
Atithe time of ‘Tillotson’s arrest, his 
counsel claims that he had not vio- 
lated the Jaw inasmuch 4s its prohi- 
bition of discrimination as to color 
did not apply to theatres which were 
managed simply as private’ busi- 
ness speculations, subject to such 
regulationsas to admission as their 
proprietors might deem proper to 
impose. Tillottson waived an exami- 
nation and gave bail to await the ac- 
tion of the U.S. Grand Jury. 

During the sessions of the grand 
jury Davis has been before it several 
times, but failed to impress the 
jurors that he had a case that they 
were warranted in entertaining, and 
they therefore presented no bili 
against Tillotitson. In view of the 
interest taken in this case, this ac- 
tion of the grand jury is important. 


The Hinds,Corruption|Case—a Water 
Question, 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—No new 
developments in Hinds trial for cor- 
rupting United States officials. The 
point is raised, that the persons brib- 
ed were tempcrary clerks, and not 
United States officials.
